A large amount of work has been done by 
this branch of the Egyptian Government Rail- 
ways, and in spite of numerous diffenlties and 
delays good progress has been made. The 
work of surveying and marking the boundaries 
ofthe railway has been carried ont on 335 
kilometres of line, and surveys have been made 
of eleven stations for the sume purpose, Plans 
and information have liad to be provided for 
43 law suits completed during the year, and 
for 53 cases in which the Aduinistration had 
to take leyal action, and plans and information 
have been supplied in order to defend 34 
actions taken against the Administration. 168 
cases of encroaehment have been dealt with, 
82 of which involved legal proceedings, Land 
purchase to the value of L.E. 65,074 has been 
completed, the greater portion of this expen- 
diture being made on account of increased 
accommodation required at Cairo Station

THE SUCRERIES’ LINE: 


It will be remembered that last July, the 
State Railways took over the standard gauge 
lines of the Société Générale des Sucreries et 
de la Raffinerie d'Egypte, including all sidings, 
loading platforms, turn-tables and all strips of 
land adjoining the permanent way, as well 
as the workshops at Minieh, sheds at Bibeh 
and Magaga and the locomotive shed at 
Motana, together with all the rolling stock, 
machinery, tools, ete. 

Now steps are being taken to put the system 
into working order and it is proposed to inau- 
wurate a passenger service on the northern 
section and to construct a telephone line so 
that. trains can be worked on the staff and 
ticket system. Facilities will also be given to 
the public for the transmission of messages in 
the form of telegrams over these circuits. 

Owing to the sugar cane season for 1906 
being over before the lines were transferred 
to the State Railways, it is not possible to 
give an estiinate as to what the yearly receipts 
are likely to amount to, but it is hoped that 
in course of time they will more than cover 
tlie expenses 

The length of the lines taken over amounted 
to 595 kiloms., of which 63 kiloms, are in the 
southern section on the western side of the 
River from Dabayeh to Erment and Motana 
factories. The northern section is also on the 
western side of the river from Beni-Suef to 
Magaya, Minieh, Abon-Kirkas, and Rhodah‘ 
arid amounts to 532 kilometres. 

The lines are laid partly on wooden sleepers 
aud partly on saddle-back sleepers. Abont one- 
third of the whole system was in good order 
when taken over. _ : 

The rolling stock consists of 67 locomotives, 
1942 sugar trucks and 359 refuse tracks.

GENERAL PAIZI’S DIFFICULTIES.

Aden, June 20 


The Peace Commission has |already left 
Yemen for Cotistantinople after a fruitless 
visit which lasted“about 2 months, and was 
taken up for the most part in making tours 
to Turkish districts. They have taken to 
Constantinople abont 130 native | representa- 
tives in all, from ‘the principal Turkish 
districts such as Faéz, Hurraz, Manakha, 
Sana and Hodeida and other Turkish, places. 
These represeritations are from those who are 
apparently loyal Turkish subjects. It is pro- 
blematical whether any good will result from 
this course of action, since the Imam has 
declined to confer with, or to interview, the 
mission. | 

On the other hand, all that I have been 
informed is that since the departure of the 
mission the Imam has openly taken up the 
offensive, but no decisive battle has yet been 
reported. Faizi Pasha has been for some time 
asking for fresh re-inforeements from Constan- 
tinople and showing the necessity for them. 
He has already requisitioned the) garrisons at 
Zabeel aud Mokla and other places, and 
about eight battalions have been sent to him. 

There ix no denying the fact that the 
rebek have now grown more formidable than 
ever, and what with the lack of funds and 
soldier's arrears of pay the situation is getting 
very critical. 

The seven battalions of Turkish troops, 
which, according to the gossip of Cairo, was 
said to have been lost by the Turks in a 
recent battle with the rebels, sees to have 
no foondation. But I would not be far out if 
I place this number as the loss | suffered by 
the orks in the ‘latest two encounters 
described in previous letters. |

Lonpoy, June 21, 
The Money Market. 


The continued liquidation in Cairo and Alex- 
andria naturally led to the feeling here that 
ere long further heavy shipments of gold to 
Egypt wonld become necessary, but so far 
happily these fears have proved groundless, 
and it is now hoped that the time ot stress 
will be tided over without this assistance. 

Aslight hardening of rates yesterday follow 
ed the payment of calls of the Japanese and 
L.C.C. loans, and call loans fetched as much as 
4 per cent. Relief came in the afternoon, 
however, as the result of the release of the 
funds, and 34 per cent., became the general 
rate. Weekly accommodation was also obtain- 
able at this figure, and two and three months’ 
bills fetched 34 per cent. 

The India Council renewed a small amount 
for three weeks at 3} per cent. 

There has been no demand for France this 
week, and nearly the whole of the arrivals, 
amounting to about £500,000, was purchased by 
the Bank of England. 

Thanks to the return of currency from the 
country, the Bank return this week shows an in- 
crease in the reserve of £680,000, at £25, 298,000. 
There is an increase of £1,064,305 in Public 
Deposits, and the discounting of bills by the 
market at the Bank has cansed a rise of 
£408,577 in other securities. The stock of 
bullion is higher by £664,000, and the note 
circulation shows a contraction of £15,000. The 


ratio of reserve to liabilities is up # at 473 


per cent. 

The price of bar gold has today receded 4 
to 77s.

Silver, 

There has been a good undertone in the 
silver market, and prices have moved upwards.

The Stock Markets. 

As will be seen by our report on the Egyp- 
tian share market, the past week has been 
characterised by a further considerable depre- 
ciation in Egyptian securities, and the weak- 
ness of this section has again been an im- 
portant factor in the movements of other 
markets. It is a long lane that has no turning, 
however, and the feeling is growing here that 
the fierce burst of liquidation has now almost 
spent its furce. Shares have been pushed down 
from their former inflated levels to a point 
where they become good lock-up investments, 
and the shrewder brokers, being fully alive to 
this, and the fact that a considerable rise in 
prices must inevitably follow when things 
assume a more normal appearance, have this 
week continued the policy of quietly absorb- 
ing the better-class stocks.

ISLAM. 


“THE CRESCENT AND THE CROSS.” 

When Mr. Halil Halid, the author of this 
suggestive book, was contemplating its publi- 
cation, he was advised by an English friend to 
withhold his name from the title-page, for fear 
that an English aadience might resent so plain- 
spoken an utterance. Mr. Halid, however, 
thought better of our toleration, and he was 
unquestionably right. “Phought is free”; every 
man is entitled to the virtue of patriotism, and 
no right-thinking man could possibly resent 
Mr. Halid’s confidence in his own country and 
his own faith, even if it does sometimes run 
counter to our own predilections. 

There is no antagonism, he assures us, 
among the followers of Islam towards fanda- 
mental Christianity.. The Mohammedans speak 
of Christ as “the Spirit of God” and, though 
they cannot accept the story of the crucifixion, 
holding it to inflict a degradation inconceivable 
toan emanation of the Deity, they have always 
reverenced the Holy Land, and respected the 
sanctity of the Holy Sepulchre. But Islam, 
while paying all honour to the founder of 
Christianity, is unable to reconcile itself to 
the priesthood which has proclaimed His 
message. Mahomet disliked a priesthood as 
tending to trickery and sorcery, and it is also 
felt in the East that the often-repeated boast 
that “the flag follows the Cross” has been over 
and over again a corfession that bloodshed 
and cruelty have attended. the preaching 
of a gospel of peace and goodwill. 

“It is quite certain,” says Mr. Halid, “that 
Islam will not readily avail itselt of baptism. 
If Islam dies out in the long ran Christianity 
will not outlive it.”. Mr. Halid speaks quite 
frankly but with all decent reticence of those 
parts of the Christian service which strike 
a Mussulman as anamalons. Foremost among 
these is the offertory, which to a devout 
follower of Islam seems like a profanation of 
the sanctuary—an unpardonable intrasion upon 
the devout offices of praise and prayer. Mr. 
Halid further defends the position of Moslem 
women, and the institution of polygamy, 
maintaining that women are protected with 
peculiar chivalry, and that the legitimacy of 
offspring is commonly secnred by plurality 
of wives. Finally he speaks emphatically 
concerning the menace to the peace of the 
Orient which the Mussulman dreads from 
the advance of Western Empire. “Mussul- 
mans,” he says, “must not allow. themselves 
to be reduced to the same situation as 
that in which the entire Jewish people were 
placed centuries ago. There is room for all 
desirable strangers in this hospitable continent 
of Asia, but empire-making” by outsiders must 
be henceforth forbidden.” 

It is well to see imperial problems through 
othereyes, and the moderation and critical 
force of Mr. Halid’s book demands respect and 
consideration, No one can read it without being 
brought into closer relation with the standpoint 
of the Bast.
